THE  SPANISH-AMERICAN  PIECES  OF  EIGHT 


By  Robert  Obojski 


It  was  under  Philip  II  (1556-1598)  that  Spain  inaugurated  the  New  World  coin¬ 
age  of  that  fabled  coin,  the  "piece  of  eight",  the  silver  8  reales  value.  Every¬ 
one  who  has  read  Robert  Louis  Stevenson's  "Treasurer  Island"  remembers  Captain 
Flint's  parrot  crying  out,  "Pieces  of  eight,  pieces  of  eight!"  The  piece  of 
eight  also  called  a  "peso,"  was  based  upon  the  standard  weight  of  one  ounce  of 
silver,  and  became  the  foundation  of  the  Spanish  currency  system  in  the  New 
World.  It  ranks  as  one  of  the  most  important  of  all  taler  or  crown-sized  coins 
in  history. 

Galleons  carrying  Spanish-American  silver  and  gold  back  to  Europe  were  in 
fact,  as  Stevenson  wrote,  the  prey  of  pirate  ships.  Buccaneers  and  privateers 
brought  enormous  quantities  of  Spanish  coins  and  ingots  into  the  Atlantic  and 
Caribbean  ports  of  the  British  colonies,  and  pieces  of  eight  are  still  being 
found  to  this  day  in  the  remains  of  sunken  ships  or  dug  up  in  the  sand  along 
beaches. 

Cob  Pieces 


Mints  were  established  at  Mexico  City,  Lima,  Bogota,  Potosi  and  elsewhere 
to  turn  the  raw  silver  into  coins.  The  mints  were  for  a  long  period  primitive 
affairs,  and  early  pieces  of  eight  are  called  "cobs"  because  of  their  roughness. 
The  term  cob  is  derived  from  the  Spanish  Cabo  de  barra  (meaning  literally  "cut 
from  a  bar"). 

In  the  minting  process,  the  raw  silver  was  refined  and  cast  into  bars. 
Planchets  for  coins  were  crudely  sliced  or  shiseled  off  the  end  of  the  bar. 

The  irregular  planchets  were  then  roughly  trimmed  to  the  right  weight.  The 
planchets  were  heated  up  and  hammered  between  two  dies.  The  dies  carried  a 
complete  design  and  inscriptions  but  the  surfaces  of  the  blanks  were  never 
perfectly  flat  so,  in  stamping  them,  the  design  and  lettering  were  impressed 
only  on  the  highest  parts.  Moreoever,  by  the  time  enough  metal  was  clipped 
away  to  bring  the  planchet  to  the  proper  weight,  it  was  usually  smaller  than 
the  dies,  so  even  when  the  legends  do  show,  they  run  off  the  edge  of  the  coin. 

The  history  of  the  cob  pieces  is  a  long  one  since  they  were  minted  for 
nearly  250  years.  The  first  cob  pieces  of  eight  were  issued  about  1600  during 
the  reign  of  Philip  III  (1598-1621);  the  last  ones  were  produced  in  Argentina 
in  1823-24. 

In  order  to  insure  that  the  cobs  were  of  the  correct  weight  and  fineness, 
the  Spanish  governors  in  Latin  America  on  occasion  ordered  that  they  be  counter- 
stamped  to  insure  their  complete  validity  as  lawful  currency.  Counterstamps  on 
the  cobs  of  Potosi,  for  example,  feature  the  personified  sun  over  three  mountains 
vignette. 

Nevertheless,  irregularities  at  the  various  mints,  especially  at  Potosi 
(located  in  what  is  now  the  territory  of  Bolivia)  became  so  serious  that  King 
Philip  IV  in  1648  sent  Don  Francisco  de  Nestares  Marin  as  Royal  Inspector  to 
investigate  the  malfunctioning  of  the  Potosi  Mint. 
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Upon  completion  of  the  extensive  investigation,  a  number  of  mint  workers 
involved  directly  with  coinage  operations  were  found  guilty  of  malfeasance. 
Coins  in  great  quantity  had  been  both  badly  struck  and  lacked  the  prescribed 
fineness.  The  penalties  imposed  ranged  from  fines,  to  imprisonment  to  death 
by  hanging.  The  latter  penalty  was  the  fate  of  both  Don  Francisco  Gomez  de  la 
Rocha,  silversmith,  and  of  Don  Felipe  Ramirez  de  Arellano,  assayer. 

We  must  emphasize  the  point  that  cobs  are  not  intended  to  appeal  to  the 
collector  who  is  primarily  interested  in  coins  for  their  aesthetic  values,  or 
in  those  specimens  which  can  be  obtained  in  almost  flawless  condition.  Cobs, 
crude  though  they  are,  have  nevertheless,  great  attraction  to  those  collectors 
who  are  seriously  interested  in  the  colordul  and  turbulent  history  of  Spanish- 
America. 


The  Pillars  of  Hercules 


The  "Pillars  of  Hercules"  design  is  another  of  the  outstanding  features  of 
the  pieces  of  eight.  This  famous  design  was  used  on  both  the  earliest  cobs 
and  on  the  later  round,  or  "milled"  coins,  which  came  out  of  the  modernized 
Spanish-American  mints.  The  Pillars  of  Hercules  vignette  was  first  inscribed 
on  the  silver  four  reales  of  Charles  V  and  Joanna,  Kind  and  Queen  of  Spain 
(1521-56),  and  then  found  its  way  onto  the  cobs. 

The  two  crowned  Pillars  of  Hercules  design  and  the  accompanying  motto, 

PLVS  VLTRA,  have  their  origins  in  mythology.  Legend  has  it  that  the  columns 

were  set  up  by  the  god  Hercules  at  the  Straits  of  Gibralter  (the  western  limit 

of  the  Ancient  World)  with  the  statement,  "Non  plus  ultra,"  meaning  "Nothing 
more  beyond."  Shortly  after  the  discovery  of  the  New  World  and  its  treasures, 

the  device  was  adopted  for  the  Spanish  royal  seal  and  the  meaning  was  reversed 

by  dropping  the  word,  "non,"  so  that  "plus  ultra"  proclaimed  to  the  world  that 
there  was  indeed  something  more  beyond,  over  which  Spain  was  the  master.  The 
legend  around  the  coins'  edges  reads,  HISPANIARVM  ET  INDIARVM  ("Rulers  of  Spain 
and  the  Indies.") 

The  Pillars  of  Hercules  design  appears  only  on  coins  of  Spanish-America. 

There  is  certainly  no  question  that  coins  relate  in  capsule  form  dramatic 
chapters  of  man's  history.
